MECHA REALITY: 
THE PITMAN POWERED 


EXOSKELETAL SUIT 
by Jack Colville, Jr. 


PITMAN is the brainchild of Jeffrey Moore, 
an engineer with the Advanced Weapons 
Technology Group at New Mexico’s Los 
Alamos National Laboratory. Mr. Moore’s 
proposal is to make U-S. troops impervious to 
bullets, explosives, chemical and biological 
weapons, radiation and weather by equipping 
soldiers with what he calls “thinking armor.” 


Of course, to the avid anime fan and mecha 
junkie this is nothing new. For years the idea 
of powered armor has fascinated us. Hardsuits, 
Labors, Landmates 7 J 
and the legendary \ 
Madox are part of a 
vast mythology of 
mechanical 
armament leading Ga 'e 
back to the days of «© 
Mazinger and Robert 
Heinlein’s Starship 
Troopers. Now with 
PITMAN, there 
exists a very real : 
project todevelop 4% 0” 
the very same 
technology that only 


existed in imagination. Pretty exciting, huh? 


PITMAN is designed as a weapon of 
intervention capable of precise mission 
objectives and substantial firepower. Possibly 
sheathed in a carapace of graphite epoxy coated 
with Teflon and “stealth” materials, the suit 
could weigh in at over 200 lbs. Though to the 
pilot it would seem weightless, as if it were a 
part of his own body. Underneath this 
framework a foam suit would protect the wearer 
from mechanical stress and cushion impacts. 
PITMAN ’s last layer would be impregnated

with anti-viral agents and would be disposable. 


A soldier would see through a viewpane of 
blast-proof material coated with anti-glare 
and laser resistant substances. Infrared and 
night-vision sensors would provide optical 
enhancement. As in some fighter planes, a 
heads-up display would monitor integrated 
systems and provide electronic 
countermeasures. 


Now, while this interesting piece of hardware 
is considered technologically feasible, the 
proposed means of control isa few years distant. 
The “most elegantand flexible” control/system 
in Moore’s mind would be to use 
magnetoencephalography (MAG) toreadand 
interpret brain wave patterns into mechanical 
movement. The obvious drawback to such a 
system is the lack of efficient enough 
superconductors. While Mr. Moore isno brain — 
surgeon, he believes MAG-control is indeed 
possible. | think Jeffrey has been playing too 
much Battletech if you ask me, but who’s to 
say, in thirty years PITMAN squads could be 
a crucial part of ground warfare.
